Elizabeth 
II and her husband, the Duke of 
Edinburgh, kissed the Queen 
Mother on the cheek just before 
they stepped into a waiting lim- 
ousine. 

Representatives of nations 
around the globe joined royalty, 
nobles and lords in the funeral. 

There was the Duke of Wind- 
sor. who was a king himself when 
he laid George V to rest here 16 
years ago. 

There was Winston Churchill, 
the servarit of four sovereigns; 
there were seven sovereigns from 
other countries; there was Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson repre- 
senting President Truman. 

There was the Ambassador of 
the Soviet Union Georgi N. Za- 
rubin. There also was Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, who led 
Britons as well as Americans 
against the Nazis while George 
VI stood unflinching beside his 
people in this island Hitler cov- 
et And by the turn of time, 
the dignitaries invited to the fun- 
eral included the chancellor of a 
new Germany. 

London Procession Televised. 

Britain and all the common- 
wealth fell silent for two minutes 
at 2 p.m.

It is the first seagoing radio 
broadeasting station, with the 
most: powerful transmitting equip- 
ment ever installed on a ship. 

- Dr. Wilson Compton, head of 
the United States International 
Information Administration, which 
operates the Voice of America, 
said the ship was “designed to 
provide another electronic weapon 
for combatting Soviet jamming 
and to enable the Voice of Amer- 
ica to cover areas beyond the 
reach of present broadcasts.” 

The ‘commissioning ceremonies 
of the United States Coast Guard 
cutter Courier mark the begin- 
ning of “Operation Vagabond.” 

After a shakedown cruise in the 
Caribbean, the Courier will be 
put into operation as a floating 
relay base for Voice | 
beamed to listeners behind 
Iron Curtain. 

Operation Vagabond was de- 
veloped to provide maximum mo- 
bility combined with all-weather 
operation. The ability of the ves- 
sel to shift operational areas is 
expected to frustrate much of the 
jamming tactics by Soviet land- 
based stations and open new lis- 
tening areas in Russia and the 
Iron Curtain countries. 

The vessel will be used to relay 
programs rather than to originate 
them, although it is equipped 
with a studio and control center.

Some Positions Pounded 
for More Than an Hour 


—Red Infantry Attack 
Beaten Off..

SEOUL, Feb. 15 (AP)—Allied 
big guns poured a barrage into 
Communist positions in eastern 
Korea today. 

High explosive and fragmenta- 
tion shells rained down on some 
Red strongpoints for more than 
an hour. A murderous 15-minute 
barrage battered Red positions 
above the Mundung valley, spring- 
board for one of the heaviest 
Communist attacks in weeks 
Thursday night. 

Allied aircraft were out Friday 
afternoon after being grounded 
by storms in the morning. One 
Red MIG was damaged in a four- 
minute battle between 19 United 
States Sabre jets and 30 Commu- 
nist jets over northwest Korea, 
the Fifth Air Force said. The 
damage was credited to Capt. 
Vincent J. Marzelo of Albany, 


Fifth Air Force planes flew 289 
sorties during the day in the cam- 
paign to cut Red supply lines. 

Fog and low hanging clouds 
shrouded the results of the artil- 
lery bombardment. 

Two Red Companies Attack. 

The United States Eighth Army 
said two companies of Reds spear- 
headed Thursday night’s attack. 
They stormed down the Mundung 
valley, west of Heartbreak Ridge, 
with another 1000 right behind. 

An Allied officer said the Red 
attack was designed to drive a 
wedge through the main United 
Nations lines, Allied fighting 
men stopped it cold in a 49-min- 
ute battle, much of it at close 
quarters. 

Front-line officers would make 
no official estimate of Red cas- 
ualties. Allied troops were ex- 
uberant. They said Red losses 
must have been “very heavy.” 

Correspondent Stan Carter, 
who watcher the fight from a hill- 
side bunker, said the Reds lost at 
least 160 men. 

The battle was fought over the 
same ground where the Reds lost 
226 men from a 420-man attack- 
ing foree three days ago. 

G.Ls See Enemy Moving Up. 

Carter said G.I.s could see the 
Reds approaching even in the 
moonless night. When the van- 
guard of Communists snipped 
barbed wire guarding U.N. posi- 
tions, the G.ls opened up with 
hand grenades and rifle fire.

erent silence as 150 white-gait- 
ered British sailors drew the 
King’s coffin mounted on a gun 
carriage from Westminster Hall 
to Paddington station. 

‘Queen Mary, unable because of 
her age to attend the’ funeral, 
waved her farewell from Marl- 
borough House, the Duke of 
Windsor turned in the.line of 
march and saluted his 84-year- 


old mother. Salutes came also 
from her other son, the Duke of 
Gloucester, and from the Duke 
of Edinburgh and the Duke of 
Kent, the 16-year-old nephew of 
George VI. 

Elizabeth II and the queen 
mother bowed toward the window 
where Queen Mary watched and 
checked each contingent in the 
line of march from the funeral 
program. 

The King died Feb. 6 of a 
coronary thrombosis. Elizabeth, 
in East Africa on a royal tour, 
hurried home to receive the 
homage of her subjects as Britain's 
first queen since Queen Victoria's 
death 51 years ago. 

The King’s body had rested in 
state in Westminster Hall in Lon- 
don for three days. An 8-year-old 
boy was the last of 305,806 per- 
sons to pass by the bier. 

The young queen went to the 
bier of her father for the last time 
just before the start of the fu- 
neral procession. 

Procession a Mile Long. 

The great procession in London 
was a mile long and in its prog- 
ress from Westminster Hall to the 
railroad station, it passed through 
three miles of the city’s broadest 
streets. The procession took two 
hours and 25 minutes. 

The 13-ton bell of Big Ben, 
high above the route of proces- 
sion, tolled 56 times, a minute 
apart, each marking a year of the 
late sovereign's life. | 

In the great crush of mourners 
that lined the route, women wept 
and men bared their heads as 
the sgh passed. 

The sailors who drew thé King’s 
coffin through London on a gun 
cafriage pulled it with white nylon 
ropes. The imperial crown glit- 
tered from its purple cushion on 
top of the draped casket.

Scottish Lament by Pipers. 


Heralds and pursuivants, fol- 
lowed by the representatives of 
foreign armed forces in full dress 
uniforms, filed inside the castle 
walls, to the accompaniment of a 
loud wailing of a Scottish lament 
from the pipers of the Queen’s 
Own Cameron Highlanders, the 
Seaforth Highlanders and the 
Black Watch. 


Then came the band of the 
Royal Horseguard, their instru- 
ments mute and their drums 
wrapped in black. 


Slowly the horsemen of the 
Household Cavalry clattered into 
the cloisters, followed by the 
royal household in top hats and 
dark coats.

Widow’s Wreath on Coffin. 

A wreath of flowers from the 
King’s widow was the only floral 
decoration on the coffin, which 
was draped in the red and gold 
‘royal standard. 

The funeral train 
Windsor at 1:10 p.m. 

The escort of. guards and naval 
ratings snapped to attention and 
presented arms as: the train 
chugged slowly into the black- 
draped station. 

Men of the Vanguard, the bat- 
tleship which was to have carried 
the King on a tour of Australia, 
doffed their hats. Colors dipped 
to the ground and guards officers 
snapped white-gloved hands to 
their tall bearskins in salute. 

Many wreaths of flowers, in- 
cluding one of red tulips from 
President Truman, lent color to 
the scene.

Guardsmen lifted the coffin, 
still draped in the royal standard, 
from the train to a waiting gun 
carriage.

Queen Elizabeth, Princess Mar- 
garet, Queen Mother Elizabeth, 
and the Princess Mary, the King’s 
sister, were heavily veiled. They 
followed up the steps as the cof- 
fin was carried into the chapel. 
Directly behind them came the 
four. dukes.

Edinburgh stared 
straight ahead. Gloucester’s head 
was deeply bowed. Young Kent 
walked stiffly. 

The cloisters were silent. There 
was no piping, no sound or organ 
music. 

All the important guests did not 
get into the chapel. They stood 
clustered in the doorway and on 
the top steps. 

It was cold inside the chapel. 
There is no heating inside the 
medieval building. There were 
puffs of vapor from lips of clergy- 
men as they recited their prayers. 
Elizabeth II stood nearest the 
coffin. As the service drew to- 
ward its climax, an officer of the 
Grenadier Guards stepped for- 
ward and handed the King’s col- 
ors to her on a crimson cushion. 
She placed the flag on the head 
of the coffin.

few of the thousands on the 
Whitehall sidewalks reserved the 
places where they had been wait- 
ing by placing papers or rain- 
coats there and hurried over to 
the hall to pay final homage to 
the monarch they felt had shared 
their hardships.

The papers and coats on the 
sidewalk generally were honored 
by latecomers as signs of reser- 
vation. 

Where possible, people took up 
sheltered positions, mainly under 
the tin-roofed waiting stalls at 
bus stops, to avoid the chill rain 
and sleet. . 

Woman’s Long Vigil 

One of the first to take up her 
stand on the streets was a woman 
from Cambridge who said she got 
her advantageous position on St. 
James street by settling down 
there at 2:30 yesterday afternoon. 
Nearby, three Australian girls 
vacationing in Britain held on to 
curbstone seats they first took at 
5:30 p.m. ! 

A well-equipped woman from 
Wales got one of the best seats, 
on the sidewalk in front of the 
gates through which ,the funeral 
procession would leave Westmin- 
ster Hall. She got there at 4 p.m. 
and brought with her a canvas 
folding chair, a quilt, an alcohol 
lamp to brew tea and heat canned 
chicken soup, and a stack of pa- 
pers and magazines she read by 
the flicker of streetlights between 
dozes. 

Miss Dorothy Oliver sat on a 
curb nearby, sharing her blanket 
with another woman. She said she 
kitch-hiked 120 miles from her

home in Norfolk, near the Sand- 
ringham estate where the King 
died nine mornings ago. 

Over all the rest of the proces- 
sion route it was the same—a 
group of women braving the 
weather in the broad Mall, lead- 
ing to Buckingham palace; an 
Army officer and his wife camp- 
ing on the edge of Hyde Park; 
here and there children with 
thefr parents. 


And everywhere were police, 
doing emergency duty on long 
hours to cope with the rush of 
thousands. 

More than 11,000 bobbies lined 
the route from Westminster to 
Paddington station, whose pillars 
were draped in black and purple. 

In the vast crowd were people 
from all parts of the common- 
wealth—Africa and the East, 
Canada, Australia and New Zea- 
land. Many American airmen 
were present, easily picked out 
by their distinctive blue uni- 
forms. 

As the dukes walked abreast 
behind the carriage bearing the 
body, Windsor and Edinburgh 
were in uniforms of the Royal 
Navy, Gloucester in the uniform 
of a general and Kent in civilian 
dress. 

Walking just before the car- 
riage were the k:ng’s two closest 
personal servants—his_ valets, 
Thomas Jerram and James Mac- 
Donald. It was MacDonald, tak- 
ing a morning cup of tea to his 
master on Feb. 6, who found the 
king dead. ; 

Royalty in Procession. 

Royalty in the procession, in 
addition to the British ruling

Young Queen Elizabeth was 
calm and alert in a horse-drawn 
carriage as the procession wended 
its slow way through the packed 
streets. She studied the crowds 
closely, looked up into faces at 
the windows and on the roof tops. 


“She looked everyone in the 
eye—she seemed to be reviewing 
her people,” one woman in the 
crowd said. 


Her mother rode with her head 
bowed. 


A dull winter sun _ broke 
through as the cortege moved 
slowly through the densely-lined 
streets. 


A sharp military command rang 
out as the procession turned into 
Mariborough gate, St. James’s, 
and troops lining the route, with 
one sweeping movement, reversed 
arms. 


Crowd 20 to 30 Deep. 


Up Whitehall, the street of 
government buildings, people 
stood 20 to 30 deep as the cor- 
tege moved along, paced by the 
slow, measured tread of the 
Grenadier Guards. 


Midway in the procession, be- 
hind coaches carrying foreign 
royalty, came row upon row of 
British police, firemen and civil

There were no street noises, 
except for the clop of horses’ 
hoofs and the tread of marching 
men. The grounds stood in rey- 
erent silence. 

The crush of crowds around 
Green park near Piccadilly was 
so great that police ordered, the 
subway station there closed. 

Men and women waiting there 
beat their hands together and 
stamped their feet to keep warm 
in the icy wind.

Union Jack at Half-Staff. 

The Union Jack fluttered at 
half-staff over the bomb-ruined 
shell of 145 Piccadily, where the 
King lived with his family before 
he ascended the throne. 

Wind fluttered the petals of the 
Queen Mother’s wreath of orchid 
and lilies of the valley. She 
leaned forward to nod when she 
passed the Cenotaph, Britain's 
memorial to its war dead. 


There was no sudden break-up 
of the crowds after the King 
passed. At some places people 
stayed on in silence for as long 
as five minutes before moving 
slowly off. 


Horses of the household caval- 
rymen became restive: as the pro- 
cession wound along. In White- 
hall two of them broke and 
plunged into the cordon of police 
standing in front of the specta- 
tors. No one was hurt. 

In Piccadilly they sidled across 
the street, tossing their heads. 

The head of the procession 
réached Paddington station at 
11:17 a.m. The station had been 
transformed into a vast place of 
mourning. 

Purple drapes hung at the 
front. Inside, the great stone pil- 
lars were draped with purple, re- 
lieved only by white bands. 

Two hours before departure 
time, the station was closed to 
all except bona fide travelers. 
Some trains had been cancelled. 

Sixty-year-old engineer Albert 
Potter, who has driven many 
royal trains in the past, was 
chosen to drive the funeral train. 
His engine was “The Windsor 
Castle,” which also was used to 


draw the funeral train of~King 
George V 

Above the draped entrance to 
the departure platform hung. a 
large wreath of red poppies with 
the inscription: 

“The path of duty was the way 
to glory.” 

Overlooking the departure plat- 
form workmen had erected a 
stand to hold 1000 spectators — 
every one of whom needed an of- 
ficial document from the Minis- 
try of Works to enter. 

The gun carriage with the body 
reached the station at 11:55 a.m. 
It moved down the platform as 
the guard of honor dipped colors 
into the dust. The carriage came 
to a halt opposite the funeral 
coach, separated from it by a 
broad expanse of red carpet. 

Behind it, the great black 
coach carrying the King’s family 
halted and the mourners stepped 
out. 

First came the young Queen, 
followed by Queen Mother Eliza- 
beth, Princess Margaret and the 
Princess Royal. 

They stood silently as the bear- 
ers lifted the casket and moved 
across the platform. A naval pip- 
ing party rang out a shrill keen 
of mourning as the bearers, hold- 
ing the coffin at waist level, slow- 
ly lifted it onto the train. 

The sailors who had pulled the 
coffin removed their hats and the 
guard of honor stood at the 
salute. 

The funeral ‘coach was sealed 
while the royal family watched 
before moving silently under the 
great glass roof of Paddington to 
their seats in the coach immedi- 
ately behind the one bearing the 
body of the King. .

Part of the 
group was flown from Beihan to 
Aden, 

Details of the expedition’s har- 
rowing experiences were related 
here today. Its members are safe, 
but left behind at Marib in, 
Yemen, traditional capital of the 
Biblical queen, is more than 
$250,000 in equipment plus price- 
less archeological treasures. 

Phillips left New York on Jan. 
4, enthusiastic about his trip. He 
described the diggings at Marib as 
“the richest archeological treasure 
house left anywhere in the world 
that we know about.” Phillips, of 
Concord, Calif., is president of 
the American Foundation for the 
Study of Man; sponsors of the 
expedition.

“10 PILE, which helped produce the plutonium for the Alamo- 

gordo, Hiroshima and Nagasaki atomic bombs that startled the 
= world in 1945, is essentially a simple contrivance. It has neither 
fantastic gadgets nor weird appearance. 

For the first time, reporters were permitted a complete view 
of this pile, or atomic energy reactor, at a conference Wednesday 
at Oak Ridge National Laboratery of the United States Atomic 
Energy Commission. Still and movie photographers were allowed to 


picture it at will. 


This pile, the pilot plant for 
plutonium, one of the new ele- 
ments of the atomic age, is still 
operating. It produces radio- 
active materials for research in 
both military and beneficent 
fields and for extensive direct 
use in medicine, industry, science 
and agriculture. 

Its power is too low for practi- 
eal use in production of materials 
for atomic weapons but it is a 
symbol of the application of the 
greatest physical force under 
— control, the splitting of the 
atom. 


Nevertheless, you can smoke a 
cigarette or pipe without re- 
straint at the very edge of this 

nderous instrument. It is 

oused in a barn-like corrugated- 
iron building, on a hillside in the 
heart of a maze of miscellaneous 
structures in the remote labora- 
tory grounds. 
Resembles Fiour Mill. 

Homely comparisons come 
readily to the viewer’s mind. The 
building resembles a flour mill or 
a materials house for some big 
construction project. X-10 itself is 
indeed a pile—fundamentally, to 
the eye, a squarish pile of con- 
crete. When the pile is operat- 
ing, as it is usually except for a 
normal weekly pause, lighted 
signs, “Pile On,” are like the 
warnings at a broadcasting studio ' 
or movie stage. The console in 
the control room is like the dis- 
patching center of any medium- 
sized electric power system. 

The canal chamber, a concrete 
cavern below one edge of the pile 
~—where uranium, transmuted into 
plutonium and other elements, is 
extracted in a protective moat 
of water, 20 feet deep—is reminis- 
cent of the bottom pit of a 
hydro-electric’ generator at a 
dam. 

But when the canal lights were 
turned off the reporters were 
quickly diverted froin such 
workaday comparisons to , the 
realities of the atomic age. They 
saw a cold blue aura glowing 
around a bucket at the bottom 
of the moat. This came from 
tiny pellets of a radio-active iso- 
tope of cobalt made in the pile 
and temporarily stored. 

Slugs of Transmuted Uranium. 

Above, at one end of the canal, 
a block-and-tackle went through 
the motions of removing a fat 
lead | holding slugs of trans- 
muted uranium, while cameras 
clicked and ground. 

No special precautions against 
radioactivity were required 
around the pile or elsewhere, but

The 
thick concrete and the air cush- 
ion are protections for the op- 
erators against the terrific radio- 
activity generated in the pile. 

Scale Model of Interior.

A Fair Wildlife Complaint 

Dr. R. E. Van Dover, a St. Louis dentist who 
is interested in the training of hunting dogs, 
raises a fair point about the rules at the August 
A. Busch wildlife area. His complaint was pre- 
sented in James A. Kearns’ column, “Outdoors,” 
in last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch. 

Here is the situation as outlined by Dr. Van 
Dover: In the St. Louis area there are about 
50,000 persons who own pointers, beagles and 
other game dogs. There are a maximum of only 
1800 persons in organizations which hold field 
trials. Yet from now until the middle of May 
there will be only two weekends on which non- 
organization hunters may work out their dogs at 
the Weldon Spring preserve. All other week- 
ends at the 7000-acre wildlife area are reserved 
for the field trial organizations. 

This shuts out the mass of individual hunters 
and their dogs from the desirable state-controlled 
area in favor of the much small number in the 
field trial groups. The situation is a matter 
for the Missouri Conservation Commission. Sure- 
ly a more equitable arrangement is in order, 
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The Blue Cheese Situation 


Of Camembert we could sing if need be, and 
of Roquefort, Gouda, Gorgonzola and Edam we 
could paint word pictures as gaudy as the blue 
veins of a well-ripened penicillium mold. 

Just at the moment, however, the cheese situ- 
ation does not call for a prose lyric, It calls 
for the repeal of Section 104 of the Defense 
Production Act of 1950. We hope that Congress, 
whether its taste runs to Cheddar (i.e.. rat) 
cheese or to something more sophisticated, will 
do its duty. 

Section 104 was slipped into the Defense Pro- 
duction Act just before that law was extended 
last June. It is one of those legislative bpéin- 
storms which make other countries wonder 
whether the United States means what it says 
when it preaches expanded world trade. For the 
effect of Section 104 is to embargo any imports 
of dairy products beyond the level of last year’s 
imports. So far the principal impact has fallen 
upon cheese, and specifically upon blue cheese. 

There are about 20 producers of blue cheese 
in this country. Along with all other producers 
of farm products, they enjoy the protection and 
Jealous care of a Government which not only 
supports farm prices but promises to prohibit 
any imports which seriously injure agriculture 
or interfere with price supports. Now, on top 
of all this, why should the producers of blue 
cheese be granted the extra boon of an import 
freeze at 1951 levels? 

If the freeze remains, as President Truman 
and Senator Fulbright have warned, there is

. Aftermath at Elizabeth 

An airplane disaster is doubly tragic if it is 
quickly forgotten, for then it is unlikely to cre- 
ate any demand for stronger safety measures. So 
far at least two conclusions are possible from 
the recent trio of tragedies at Elizabeth, N.J. 

Civil Aeronautics Board inspectors now blame 
the latest accident, which caused 32 deaths, on 
engine failures. The CAB offered its prelimin- 
ary report only four days after the accident. 
This was unprecedented. Ordinarily the board 
takes months to investigate and only announces 
its findings long after the public has forgotten 
the disaster. 

This prompt report probably was stimulated 
by the outrage of Elizabeth citizens, who have 
had three airliners dumped on their city in two 
months. And of course it is not always easy to 
make a quick inquiry. But each major accident 
ought to impel a review of the CAB’s safety 
rules. This process would be greatly encouraged 
if the CAB would issue accident reports while 
the tragedy was still in the public mind. 

Meanwhile the Civil Aeronautics Administra- 
tion, which enforces the CAB’s rules, has re 
ported a second fact. The CAA has not been 
able to increase its safety inspection force of 
369 men for two years. In that time air travel 
has doubled. 

Two of the Elizabeth accidents involved faulty 
engines that thorough greund inapection and 
maintenance might have prevented. Inspection 
is the primary responsibility of the airlines 
themselves. But while the Government is sup- 
posed to enforce safety rules, the CAA can 
hardly begin this tremendous task with just 369 
men. 

Many aviation authorities protested against 
the present divided house on air safety, which 
leaves the CAB in the position of investigating 
the CAA and itself as well. They have sought 
recreation of the independent Air Safety Board 
of 1938. During the 17 months in which it func- 
tioned there were no serious air accidents. 

As long as safety functions are kept in the 
CAB and CAA, these agencies ought to speed 
up their work and they need more inspectors 
to do it. What happened in Elizabeth proves 
that the Government should be in a much better 
position to police the airways. 
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ee Kind of Loss 


In spite of the misdeeds of some Internal 
Revenue Bureau employes, Commissioner John 
B, Dunlap says, the Government has not lost a 
cent of tax money. Mr. Dunlap presents this as 
good news and not as exoneration of any of the 
misdeeds. 

When the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion was under fire, officials likewise noted 
that the RFC had not lost money, in spite of 
the influence rings operating around it. This 
was true. 

But the misbehavior of public officials can 


hardly be judged according to how much money | 


they have lost for the Government. The misuse 
of influence in one agency, or the approval of 
tax evasions in another, is an offense against 
the public whether or not it has directly cost 
the public one cent. 

Certainly a federal agency cannot be branded 
for the behavior of a few of its employes. This 
seems to be the point which Commissioner 
Dunlap wishes to make, and he has a right to 
try to bolster confidence in the tax bureau. He 
was appointed to clean it up and he has worked 
hard. 

Nevertheless, the tax scandals are part of the 
record of the Internal Revenue Bureau. They 
will not be forgotten because they were the 
work of a few men and did not cost anything. 
They will only be erased by prosecution of 
those who are guilty and the continued house- 
cleaning by Mr. Dunlap.

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Stately Descent of a Statistic 


The Division of Farm Statistics tickles us. 
Early last year it estimated that per capita meat 
consumption would reach a high of 148 pounds. 
After the figure was out the statisticians found 
an error in their galeulations which had made it 
much too high indeed. But do you think it said 
so right off, just like that? Oh, no, not the Divi- 
sion of Farm Economics. 

Instead, it decided to correct the figure gradu- 
ally—so gradually that with a little fuck maybe 
nobody would notice it. By October the figure 
had been eased down to 143 pounds in the Divi- 
sion of Agricultural Economies’ new report. Last 
month it was bumped down a little more to 140. 
There have been five other gradual cuts in the 
figure and what do you think the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics’ statistic on per capita 
meat consumption in 1951 is today? One hun- 
dred and thirty-eight pounds. 

Which, as far as we know, {s finally correct 
(and so is Bureau of Agricultural Economics.) 
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Constructive Community Force 

Perhaps because of its name, the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce—recently and wisely re- 
named the Metropolitan Chamber of Commerce 
~—is usually thought of as existing solely for 
the advancement of business and industrial in- 
terests. Indeed that is one of its main functions. 

Yet increasingly the chamber, and this is all 
to the good, is taking an interest in community 
problems of a civie and even political nature. 
Some of these activities produce controversy as, 
for example, the chamber’s criticism of the ex- 
tensive damage suit business in St. Louis which 


stirred the organizational leadership of the legal 


profession. Others are less controversial and 
show the chamber squarely on the side of com- 
munity welfare. These activities include the 
chamber’s vigorous stand against the gerryman- 
dered state senatorial redistricting in St. Louis 
and its equally strong support for Police Board 
President Roberts on the maneuvering within 
the Police Board. 

The chamber is on the job for St. Louis and 
we are glad to record it as a fact. 

Scheduling the Police Board meeting on Tele- 
vision required listing it in the place of an NBC 
network ‘program.

‘ Get Set for Anti-Trust Drive . Between Book Ends

Filing of suit against I.B.M. may mark renewal of prosecutions 
after unofficial moratorium due to Korean war; Wilson gives go’ 
ahead, will check biggest cases for impact on defense production; 
new head of division seeks restored funds to hire more lawyers.

The antitrusters of the Justice Depart- 
ment are out to make 1952 one of their 
big years—and right now they see no rea- 
son why they can’t do just that. 

When Korea began, an unofficial an- 
titrust “moratorium” set in. But it has 
been easing ever since. The filing of the 
big case against International Business 
Machines is a tipoff. You can count on 
the antitrusters turning up the heat from 
now at least through June, 


Antitrust chief H. Graham Morison has 
a go-ahead from the higherups, including 
Charles E. Wilson, 
chief mobilizer. Only 
the biggest cases— 
and that means big- 
ger than IBM—will 
be checked with Wil- 
son for their impact 
on arms production. 

The figuring runs 
like this: There was 
real reason for the 
World War II mora- 
torium. The _ idea 
then was to let noth- 
ing, not even a minor 
irritation, interfere 
with industry’s drive 
for production of 
war goods. 

Now things are different. We aren't 
in an all-out war. The guns-and-butter type 
of economy leaves room for plenty of an- 
titrust activity. 

On the other hand, the antitrusters 
can't quite adopt a “business as usual” 
attitude. For instance, you can’t file a 
splitup suit against U.S. Steel at a time 
when another arm of the Government is 
helping the corporation to add a new $400.- 
000,000 plant to its capacity. 

There’s room for a Jot of antitrust suits 
under this rather high ceiling. And the 
division is tooling up to handle them. An- 
titrust appropriations—and manpower— 
have built up to a lot higher point than 
before World War II. 


After the war the antitrusters began 
making up for their wartime years of 
ve time. On the policy front, they 
began slapping suits—lots of them—against 
the really big outfits. 

One of their biggest boosts came from 
the Republican Eightieth Congress. In two 
years—fiscal 1947 and 1948—it boosted 


a

crats won, and not to be outdone—they 
boosted antitrust a priations again, hit- 
ting a total of $3,750,000 in fiscal 1951. 
But fiscal 1951 began a few days after 
Korea, and antitrust wasn’t sure what was 
ahead in October. Herbert Bergson re- 


signed as antitrust chief, having made his 
record as a hard-hitting Government law- 
yer and administrator. Not until Febru- 
ary of 1951—after Charles E. Wilson had 
come in as chief mobilizer—did the pres- 
ent antitrust chief, H. Graham Morison, 
take over. 

The division got caught in the switches, 
budgetwise, and Congress cut its money by 
$500,000—or ahout 70 out of its 250 law- 
yers. This year Morison is out to get his 
funds back to $3,750,000—the amount that’s 
in the budget request. That’]l give him 
back 55 of the 70 men he lost. 


Between now and June he’s out to show 
that his case record backs up his request 
for additional manpower. 

The IBM case gives you an idea of what 
to expect. Just about everything in the an- 
titrust book was thrown at the company. 
It was charged with monopolizing the tab- 
ulating machine business, monopolizing 
the tabuilating machine card business, mo- 
nopolizing tabulating machine patents. 

In the book thrown at IBM were these 
chapters: refusal to sell its machines, and 
insisting on leasing; barring the use of 
attachments not having prior approval of 
IBM; barring experimentation with ma- 


chines witheut prior approval of IBM; 


writing provisions im its leases that in ef- 
fect required customers to buy only IBM 
cards; preventing the growth of independ- 
ent businesses for maintaining and repair- 
ing tabulating machines, and for the man- 
ufacture and distribution of replacement 
parts.

Melville and “Moby Dick” 
MOBY DICK OR THE WHALE, by Herman Melville. 

Edited by . S$. Mansfield and H. *?. Vincent, 

(Hendricks House, 86! pgs., $5.) 

It is now a hundred years since the first 

ublication of Melville's classic story of 

oby Dick, the great white whale, and 
one more edition would seem, at first 
sight, a superfluous thing. At the very 
least, a new -edition would hardly seem 
worthy of a review, but this is more than 
just another edition. 

The editors of this volume, Luther §&. 
Mansfield of Williams College and Howard 
P. Vincent of the Ilinots Institute of Tech- 
nology, have produced what they hope will 
prove to be the definitive edition. In their 
attempt to create a definitive text, they 
have provided 263 pages of notes and an 
extensive index of sources and allusions. 

The story of Moby Dick, of course, re- 
mains unchanged despite the vicissitudes 
of time and editorial encounters. It is 
still the remarkable adventure yarn that it 

has always been, and 
is still the puzzling 
11-story allegory that 
has awed so many 
literary critics. 

It is coincidental 
that only this year a 
tremendous white 
whale, weighing 56 
tons, was actually 
sighted and killed 
off the coast of Peru. 
Melville had heard 
rumors of such a

plausibility ever since. Now we see that 
Melville was right, at least intuitively. 

As many explanations for the allegory 
of this book have been offered as there 
are critics. It has been called an epic 
poem, a moral allegory, a psychological ex- 
ploration, a classic tragedy, a study of 
good and evil, and a million other things. 
The white whale itself has been various- 
ly ¢redited by critics as being the em- 
bodiment of all evil. the embodiment of 
all good, Capt. Ahab’s Id or Ego (which- 
ever vou prefer), God, Satan, a mother 
or father symbol, and even just a whale, 

So, it is evident that there is still no 
end to the play that this tremendous story 
offers to the imagination. There is also 
no end to the sweep and power of the 
story itself, all metaphysics and psycho 
analyzing to the side. 

The explanation of the so-called prob- 
lem of Melville’s book is an 
game, but in a way it is a shame

Sterling Area Gold and Dollar 


Reserves Below ‘Danger Level’ 


Drop to Lowest Point Since Devaluation in 
1949—Churchill’s Measures Shown Not 
to Have Taken Effect Yet. 


LONDON, Feb. 15 (UP) — The 
gold and dollar reserves of Bri- 
tain and the rest of the sterling | 


| 


area have been drained below the | 
“danger level” of two billion 


dollars to the lowest point since 
the September 1949 devaluation, 
authoritative sources disclosed 
today. 

In the first seven weeks of 
1952, the reserves on which the 
future of Britain depends dropped 
by more than $400,000,000. The 
reserves now total about $1,900,- 
000,000. 

The continued drain on the re- 
sources of the sterling bloc shows 
that the economic measures ap- 
plied recently by Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill’s Conservative 
government have not yet taken 
effect. 

The question is whether cuts 
in imports as well as other meas- 
ures ordered by the government 
will arrest the slump. 

The sterling area, for which 
Britain is the banker, finished 
1951 with $2,335,000,000 in gold 
and dollars. 


In the last quarter of last year, 
before Churchill called the com- 
monwealth financial ministers to 
London in January to take strin- 
gent action to save. the pound 
sterling, the reserves decreased 
by $934,000,000. 

Britain devalued the pound in 
1949 from $4 to $2.80. 

The commonwealth ministers 
were warned last month that, if 
the rate of loss continued, the re- 
serves would be wiped out by 
September. The government said 
it would be March at the earliest 
before any halting of the decline 
could be hoped for. 
_ Biggest reason or the loss of 
reserves in the past seven weeks 
is the failure of the United King- 
dom to export as much as it im- 
ports. In January it paid $91,100,- 
000 to the European Payments 
Union to settle losses in West 
European trading in December. 
Two days ago it paid $93,913,000 
to the E.P.U. against its January 
deficit. 

At the same time imports from 
the dollar area ran some $200,- 
000,000 above exports.

24 months of duty. 

About 325,000 men are affected 
by the decision, which means a 
speed-up in their prospective re- 
lease from ictive service. The pro- 


Excepted from the plan to re- 
lease the men_sas individuals are 
National Guard:anti-aircraft units. 
The Army said’plans are to re- 
lease all Guard anti-aircraft bat- 
talions from federal service <s 
units, beginning in April. This 
program is to be completed by 
May 1953. Regular anti-aircraft 
battalions will be formed to take 
the place of each National Guard 
unit as it is released. 


Enlisted members of the Or- 
ganized Reserve and National 
Guard will be released as indi- 
viduals. 

The Army said their gradual 
release will permit putting re- 
placements into units in an order- 
ly manner. 

The Army said that the major- 
ity of the Organized Reserve offi- 
cers now on active duty will be 
required to complete 24 months 
of active service. In some cases, 
however, officers may be released 
earlier, but in no event before 
their twentieth month of active 
duty. 

Generally speaking, enlisted re- 
servists who were called up first 
after the outbreak of the Korean 
war will be released first. 

The Army said the order of 
release from any particular unit 
will be governed by such factors 
as the maintenance of the unit’s 
effectiveness and the availability 


factors to be taken into consider- 
ation will be (1) the length of the 
individual reservist’s World War 
II service, (2) combat duty in 
Korea, and (3) the number of his 
dependents. 

The Army emphasized, how- 
ever, that’ these considerations 
“will not confer on any individual 
the right to early release from 
active duty if his replacement is 
not available.”

In three years of the postwar 
period Municipal Railway has re- 
ceived subsidies aggregating $5,- 
824,000. It contemplates asking 
an additional subsidy of $3,360,000 
at the start of the next fiscal year, 
July 1. 

That would bring the total to 
$9,184,000. In contrast, the net 
aggregate loss in the postwar 
period, through the coming fiscal 
year is estimated at $2,186,000 
without depreciation charges, or 
$13,930,000 counting such charges. 
Thus it is apparent that the tax 
subsidies have been partly plowed 
into the transit investment in the 
place of normal depreciation re- 
serves. Operating surpluses in 
the past have been similarly 
plowed in. 

Subsidies by Years. 

Subsidies allowed in the city 
budget so far have been $2,461,- 
000 at the start of fiscal year 
1948-49; $1,062,000 for 1950-51, 
and $2,300,000 for the current 
year. The subsidy is provided 
from the city treasury as part of 
the municipal budget. The bulk 
of it comes from general property 
taxes, the balance from the city 
sales tax of 42 of 1 per cent. 

In fiscal year 1945-46 Municipal 
Railway showed a net profit of 
$2,110,000 (without allowing for 
depreciation). The following 
year’s profit fell to $489,000 and 
annually thereafter a loss has 
been shown, except in 1950-51

HILDREN usually play with those close to their age. This 
(Cares it easier to guard them from improper play, bad 

language and bad habits. Healthy children tend to group 
themselves and play in healthy fashion and we have little to 
worry about. 

We need to be on the alert, however, when an older child 
appears among a group of very young ones. He, or she, does 
not belong there and should be discouraged from, even forbid- 
den, any association with them. For example, a 12-year-old 
who wants to play with a group of children of four or five 
years of age is suspect. Either he is a retarded child or one 
of bad habits, or both. Normally healthy boys and girls of 12 
and up do not play with little children but rather avoid them.

The 
way to keep these backward ones out of trouble is to prevent 
it, That means that both sets of parents must be on guard.

. g N. Samba, the big score is the 
sequence canasta, or samba, 
which counts 1500 points. The 

distinct feature of this high-scor- 
ing meld is that every samba 
must include the ten, nine and 
eight. of the suit—all three of 
these cards. 


If you get a corner on all 
three tens, nines or eights of any 
suit, you are assured that your 
opponents cannot complete a 
samba in that suit. By the same 
token, neither can your partner 
-—if you meld your triplets too 

astily 


You need 90 for your initial 
meld. You could make it by 
melding your joker and four 
tens. 

There are certain advantages 
to making this meld. For one 
thing, it is always advantageous 
to make the initial meld, a five- 
card meld for 90 points is quite 
economical and, finally, you 
would have an excellent start 
toward your first canasta. Your 
partner is quite likely to have 
the one needed ten and a wild 
card he could spare. 

Nevertheless, it would be very 
bad practice to make the meld.

Fix It Yourself

On Theimostat Settings. 


Not so long ago you could ask 
the average person if he or she 
were too warm, too cool or just 
comfortable and he or she could 
tell you. Now most of ’em have 
to run over and look at the wall 
thermostat. If the thermostat 
says it’s comfortable then every- 
one else must be too. This isn’t 
always correct. 

The average thermostat only 
knows how thing are in its imme- 
diate vicinity. If it is set on an 
outside wall it will be cold most 
of the time and always demanding 
more heat. It'll get the heat 
okay but chances are that by the 
time it’s finished the rest of the 
house may be hot as an oven. 

A lot of thermostats are lo- 
cated so that when a front door 
is open they get a cold draft of 
air down their backs. They go 
off screaming far heat even 
though the temperature of the air 
in the room hasn’t dropped more 
than a hair. 

Of course, there is the reverse 
of this where a thermostat is fixed 
next to a wall lamp, near a fire- 
place or a chimney. These ther- 
mostats are always too hot and 
so they never want heat even if 
everyone else is freezing to death. 

The best advice for the proper 
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setting of a thermostat is to set 
it where it makes you happy. If, 
when set at 72 degrees the house 
is too hot, push it down lower 
and keep it there. If, on the 
other hand, when set at 72 de* 
grees the house is too cool, push 
it up. 

Unless you have a new heating 
system with the latest in up to 
date temperature controls you'll 
do better to go by your own per- 
sonal thermostats you were born 
with than to depend on the me- 
chanical ones, to tell you if you 
are comfortable or not.

T IS also historical record that 

her first husband died a soldier 

of the revolution; that her sec- 

ond husband was Capt. John Ash- 

burne, who died in a British pris- 

oner of war camp, and that she 

then married Ashburne’s friend 

and fellow prisoner, John Clay- 
le. ! 

Historians know that Betsy was 
an excellent seamstress and that 
she sewed flags for the State of 
Pennsylvania and the Revolution- 
ary Navy. Bills ‘for her work 
exist. But did she sew Old Glory? 

If she did, nobody seemed to 
know about it until 1870. That 
was when her grandson, William 
J. Canby, told the story in a 
papér read before the Pennsyl- 
vania Historical Society. He said 
he heard it from Betsy’s own lips, 
but the society was apparently 
unconvinced even when Canby 
added the corroboration of an 
aunt. 

The aunt said she also heard 
Mrs. Ross tell how she opened 
the door of her late husband’s up- 
holstery shop one day to be

greeted by Betsy’s uncle, Col. 
George Ross, 
Declaration, and two companions, 
Gen. George Washington and Ro- 
bert Morris. 

Washington, said the aunt, 
handed Betsy a rough paper de- 
sign and asked whether she could 
sew a flag like it and she did. It 
is a fact that on June 14, 1777, 
the Continental Congress passed 
a resolution decreeing “that the 
flag of the United States be 13 
stripes alternately red and white, 
that the Union be 13 stars, white 
in a blue field, representing a 
new constellation.” 


On the other hand there are a 
series of bills, approved by the 
auditor general but never passed 
by Congress by which Hopkinson, 
the New Jersey contender, asked 
payment for work in designing 
“seven dewices for the currency, 
the flag of the United States, a 
seal for the Board of the Trea- 
sury,” etc. 


Postmaster Donaldson in ap- 
proving the stamp commem- 
orating Betsy’s 200th birthday, 
told Schnapper that in 1938 a 
Pennsylvania committee, after an 
exhaustive investigation, reported 
“there was no other logical claim- 
ant to the honor. .. . It rightfully 
belongs to Betsy Ross.”

Donaldson also said the stamp 
had the backing of department 
research, based on information 
from the Library of Congress. 

The latest purported evidence 
that Betsy made the flag is con- 
tained in a family tree, drawn in 
1876 by one of her descendants, 
which was discovered recently by 
J. Joshua Fish, a Philadelphia 
architect. It reads: 


“Betsy Griscom, first husband, 
John Ross; second husband, Jo- 
seph Ashburne; third,.John Clay- 
poole, made tHe first flag author- 
ized by the Congress of the United 
States of America and also de- 
signed the stars of the flag in 
the presence of Gen. Washington 
and the -Hon. George Ross who 
called upon her, she being an up- 
holstress.” 


The summing up of it all seems 
to be best stated by a postal offi- 
cial who came to Philadelphia 
when the new stamp was put on 
sale for the first time: 


“When I went to school, every 
kid in the country believed Betsy 
Ross made the first flag and there 
is good evidence that she @iid. 
Just like the newspaper which 
once told little Virginia, ‘Yes, 
there is a Santa Claus,’ we say, 
Pr Betsy Ross made the first

According to the report: “West 
led a smiall spade; East won and 
returned his top heart.”

All this, however, seems to 
have secondary importance in 
view of the fact that it was 
West’s opening lead which gave 
South such freedom of action! 
The lead of the low trump in 
this situation was scarcely to be 
commended! Observe the very 
great difference if West had led 
a heart, a diamond or a club. 
The lead of either minor suit 
would have presented South with 
a free finesse, but what would be 
South’s natural second play? 
Surely a low trump to dummy’s 
jack—and there and then the 
slam would evaporate! With East 
smothering dummy’'s honor, West 
would have a second sure winner 
in his 10-8-7, and it wouldn't 
matter how well or how badly 
South played—the contract’s de- 
feat would be inevitable.

You're Black in 
Face.’ 


WOULDN’T believe you if 
you were to swear till you're 
black in the face” is the ex- 
ample offered by our correspond- 
ent of this slang expression’s com- 
mon usage. This is the usual con- 
text of swearing till one is black 
in the face—a reference to dis- 
trust of the protestations alluded 
to in this way. 

As far back as 1778 an English 
novelist, Frances Burney, had one 
of her characters say the same 
thing in the same way. And this 
usage seems to be the saying’s 
first appearance in print. 

Before the words became a part 
of the American slang lexicon, 
another English author, and one 
with a wide audience'on this side 
of the water, employed it in a 
novel of his own. This was Wil- 
liam Makepeace Thackeray, who 
substituted an affirmative or pos- 
itive twist to the usual negative 
idea. In “Pendennis,” published 
in 1650, Thackeray wrote: “I'd 
swear, till I was black in the face, 
he was innocent, rather than give 
that good soul pain.”
